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U.F.A. Convention 

AT Calgary 


The U.F. convention at Calgary 
has been the outstanding event of 
the past week, and its proceedings 
have been watched with greatest in¬ 
terest by all. President Wood, ass¬ 
isted by Robt Gardiner, M.P., E. 
J. Garland, M.P., and S. S. Sears 
filled the chair. Over 1000 delegates 
were present, and nearly 200 reso¬ 
lutions on the program. 

Big Increase In Membership 
Secretary Higginbotham reported 
that the membership stood at 38000, 
as compared with 30760 a year ago. 

possibly the most tense moment of 
the convention was when by an over¬ 
whelming majority the convention 
found RRice Sheppard guilty of dis- 
olyalty and recalled him from office. 

It is impossible within the limits of 
tht? space at our disposal to give any¬ 
thing like a complete outline of the 
many varied resolutions. They rang¬ 
ed all the way from the abolition of 
the office of lieutenant-governor 
down through all the, public problems 
to the most simple requirements. 

Favors Wheat Board 
Amongst these were some of out¬ 
standing importance, predominate 
among these were the questions of 
wheat marketing and the cattle trade 
With a large majority the delegates 
carried a resolution calling for the 
reinstatement of the Canada Wheat 
Board to hanclfe the crop of 1922, 
and until normal conditions are re¬ 
stored . 

Expect Embargo Lifted 

The chilled beef trade with the old 
country found its advocates, but did 
not receive hearty endorsation, it be¬ 
ing thought that the embargo would 
be lifted at an early date which would 
mean that the Canadian producers 
would be able to get $20 per head 
more for his animals. 

With a burst of cheering the dele¬ 
gates carried a resolution calling 
Upon the Alberta government to take 
steps to organize a provincial bank.

BANK RESOLUTION 

AS APPROVED BY 

UFA CONVENTION 


The resolution calling for the es¬ 
tablishment of a provincial govern¬ 
ment bank reads as follows: 

1 . That the Alberta govemmen 
cause to be secured a bank charter 
in accordance with the Federal Bank 
act. 

2. Head office of such bank being 
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3. Government purchase and re- 
'ain capital stock in the sad bank to 
the amount of not less than 55 per 
cent, or more than 95 per cent. 

4. That not less than 6 per cent, 
or more than 45 per cent be sold to 
residents in a prescribed area in 
which the purposed branch is to be 
located. 

5. That the government appoint a 
commission composed of five mem¬ 
bers who will exercise all the r ghts 
and privileges on behalf of the gov¬ 
ernment granted to the. shareholders 
under the Federal Bank act. 

6. that the commission shall have 
power to exercise all all the privileges 
granted or imposed by the Federal 
Bank and subject to the direction of 

7. That such bank when establish¬ 
ed shall do a general banking busi- 

ies and proceed to take full advant— 


I have much pleasure in submitt¬ 
ing my fifth report on the organiza¬ 
tion work of the U.F.A. in the Bat¬ 
tle River constituency, reported Di¬ 
rector H. E. Spencer. 

On looking back to the first year of 
my directorship, I cannot held but re¬ 
alize the more efficient organization 
we have today in comparison with 
the earlier years. Then the director 
was solely responsible for organiza¬ 
tion in an embarrassingly large ter¬ 
ritory. Today, with the farmers tak¬ 
ing provincial as well as federal pol¬ 
itical action, I feel that his i-espon- 
sibility is shared by the officials of 
both political organizations. It has 
been my endeavor during the past 
year to work out series of meetings 
with the help of the federal political 
directors in each of their respective 
territories. This plan has worked 
well and I strongly suggest it be fol- 
Owed in future years. , 

As the provincial and federal cam¬ 
paigns have been staged during the 
summer and fall, most of the U.F.A-. 
work was .carried out jri* tte sjptrhg of 
this yeart^-during -tt^t "tiffu- iSS: finals 
wet-q visited and organization work 
encouraged. Seventy days were 
spent, in organization work and board 
meetings entailing jounneys totalling 
over 2800 miles, nearly 6 of which 
we're covered by team. 

During the year 38 new locals have 
been formed. The district north of 
the Saskatchewan river has taken a 
good deal of my attention, as that 
territory up to a few years ago en¬ 
tirely lacked organization. I am glad 
to say, however, that we now have 
some 21 locals there, and that the 
organization in that part of the coun¬ 
try is in a healthy state. 

Election Triumphs 

During the provincial election in 
July our members put forward such 
efforts that six men were elected to 
the Alberta legislature, and of the 
seven who opposed them, six lost 
their deposits. At the federal elec¬ 
tion your candidate was successful 
with a very large majority, the two 
opponents losing their deposits. 

Though our members are distinctly 
in earnest (which is proved by their 
efforts in both elections this year). 
there has been a falling off in many 
districts in the local activities. This 
state of things is attrinuted to the 
chasing of the elusive dollar to meet 
their indebtedness. The financial 
stringency has left its -mark on the 
dispositions of our rural people. All 
our community enterprises, coopera¬ 
tive societies, etc. , are affected by 
the shortage of money. 

The U.F.W.A. is not developing 
as rapidly as one would wish, th' 
main reasons -being the indifferenev 
ot public questions, scarcity of mon¬ 
ey, isolation and difficulty in taking 
children out, and other women's or¬ 
ganizations filling the social need. 
There is great room for development 
of the junior section of the move¬ 
ment: the future of the organization 
rests with the juniors. 

The effect of the 1920 fall drive on 
the 1921 membership was good in new 
districts; in many of the old districts 
fees were not collected in advance. 
Some local membership drives have 
been put on this year with fair suc¬ 
cess. 


The prospects for' the coming year 
are good; every effort should be made 
to keep locals active. Better coor¬ 
dination between the educational and 
political forces should be worked for. 
Many think that the Presidents of 
the provincial political associations 
should act as directors on the feder¬ 
al constituency board. 

As my responsibility as federal 
member will necessitate my severing 
my connection as tJ.FJA. director, 
and this being therefore my last re¬ 
port, I beg to take: the opportunity 
of acknowledging the many kind¬ 
nesses shown, and tlin. hosiptality ex¬ 
tended to me by the various U.F.A. 
and U.F.W.A. members in this con¬ 
stituency. I would also like to ex¬ 
press my appreciation of the wel¬ 
come assistance always rendered by 
central office. 


Want UFA Publication 

Considerable discussion was given 
to the press and to the question of 
organizing a farmers newspaper.

Merging, the political organization 
received support, but it was decided 
to leave the matter for one more 
year before making and change.

It was decided that the period of 
redemption of lands sold for taxes 
should be extended from one year to 
three years.

sure. Members of the council retain 
their positions during life, unless 
they become bankrupt, convicted of 
and in Quebec, if they are 
absent for two seasons consecutively 
or otherwise disqualified by law. 

The council of Quebec consists of 
twenty-four members: that of Nova 
Scotia of twenty-one. Their legis¬ 
lative rights are similiar to those of 
the senate of Canada. They can 
commence or amend all classes of 
legislation except money or taxation 
bills. Wihile they may reject such 
bills as a whole, they cannot amend 
them. • 

The legislative assemblies of the 
provinces are elected by the people on 
a very liberal franchise—manhood 
suffrage in Ontario, New Brunswick, 
and British Columbia. 

Prince Edward Island and Quebec. 

The number of members varies 
from one hundred and eleven in Ont¬ 
ario to fifteen in Prince Eduard Is¬ 
land. 

They are paid a certain compensa¬ 
tion during a session, varying from 
$100 in Quebec to about $160 in 
Prince Edward Island, with the ad¬ 
dition of a small sum, or a mileage 
rate, ten cents each way in some 
cases cases to pay travelling ex¬ 
penses 

The elections are held on the same 
day in the provinces, and the vote is 
by ballot. The methods of conduct¬ 
ing elections, from the time of the 
dissolution until the return of the 
writs for a new legislature, are prac¬ 
tically the same as those for the do¬ 
minion parliament. The lieutenant- 
governor by the advice of his execu¬ 
tive council issues a proclamation 
dissolving the old legislature and ap¬ 
pointing the day for the return of the 
writs, and calling the new legisla¬ 
ture together. Returning officers re¬ 
ceive the writs-anci-the days for no¬ 
mination and voting are fixed. Vo¬ 
ters mark and deposit their ballots 
in the same secrecy as at a dominion 
| election. 

The provincial laws providing for 
the independence of the legislature, 
like those of the Dominion, prevent 
contractors and persons who receive 
salaries and emoluments from the 
dominion or provincial governments 
from sitting in the assemblies. 

The statutes against bribery and 
corruption are also very strict. In 
all cases the provincial judges try 
cases of disputed elections, with flic 
same satisfactory experience that has 
been the result of a similiar system 
for the dominion controverted elec¬ 
tions. 

The legislatures have a duration of 
four years—in Quebec and Nova 
Scotia, of five—^unless sooner dissolv¬ 
ed by the lieutenant-governor. They 
are governed by the same constitu¬ 
tional principles that obtain at Ot¬ 
tawa. 

The lieutenant-governor opens and 
prorogues the assembly, as in Onta¬ 
rio, New Brunswick, Prince Edward 
Island, Manitoba and British Colum¬ 
bia, or the assembly and the legis¬ 
lative Council in Nova Scotia and 
Quebec, with the usual formality of 
a speech. 

A speaker is elected by the majority 
in each assembly, and is appointed by 
the crown in the upper chamber.

LEGISLATIVE POWER IN THE 
PROVINCES 
THE LEGISLATURES 


Th e legislatures of the province are 
composed of a lieutenant-governor, 
a legislative council and a legislative 
assembly in the provinces of Nova 
Scotia and Quebec: of a lieutenant- 
governor and a legislative assembly 
only in the other seven provinces. 

in Prince Edward Island, however, 
there is an assembly elected on a ba 
sis different from the other provinces. 

Th ! e legislative council, elected for 
many years on a property qualifica 
tion, was abolished as a separate 
house in 1893 a.nd united with the as 
sembly. The fifteen constituencies 
now return each a councillor elect 
ed by voters with a real estate quali¬ 
fication, to the value of $325; and a 
member elected by voters with so 
small a property qualification that it 
is practically a manhood suffrage 
franchise. 

(Manhood suffrage franchise means 
that every man of full age, i.e., oyer 
twenty-one years, has the right to 
vote). 

The legislative councillors in Que¬ 
bec and Nova Scotia are appointed by 
the lieutenant-governor on the advice 
of the exelutive council and must 
have a property qualification. The 
president, or speaker, is also ap¬ 
pointed by the lieutenant-governor in

The rules and usages that govern 
tbietr ;pro(ceedings are derivied Ifrom 
those of England, and do not differ 
in any material respect fromi the pro¬ 
cedure in the dominion parliament. 
The rules with respect to private bill 
legislation are also similar. 

The British North America Act re¬ 
quires that the/legislatures of Onta¬ 
rio and Quebec must sit once in every 
twelve months, like the dominion 
parliament, hut even without this 
constitutional direction the fact that 
supplies for the public service must 
be voted every year before a fixed 
day—either the first of July or the 
first of January in the different prov- 
bodies to meet before the expiration 
of a financial year. If they did not 
meet to pass a new supply or ap¬ 
propriation bill before the end of 
(hat year, the province would be 
without money to meet the payment 
of public salaries, and expenditure on 
public works and other matters of 
provincial necessity.

Hon. C. M. Hamilton, minister of 
arieulture, spoke for an hour and a 
half introducing his resolution on 
wan Legislature at Regina Jan. 19th 
He had, after consulting members of 
the opposition, amended his resolu¬ 
tion by the addition of the following 
clause: "That this assembly reiter¬ 

ates its opinion that the only system 
of marketing which will meet the 
condition's for 1922 is a national sys¬ 
tem under the control of a wheat 
board on which the producers are 
fully represented. 


The provincial department of 
health is emphasizing the advisabil¬ 
ity of the demonstration of antitoxin 
n cases of diphtheria. Supplies of 
antitoxin are kept on hand by the 
provincial department of health at 
Edmonton and the provincial labor¬ 
atory. Supplies are also kept by 
the city health officers of Lethbridge 
and Calgary. It is also advisable 
that each municipality keep a small 
suply on hand. Antitoxin should 
be administered as quickly as possi¬ 
ble in the case of diptheria. In cases 
treated within the first twenty-four 
hours or so, the mortality is practic¬ 
ally nil. Every hour’s delay lessens 
the chances of successful treatment. 
In the case of suspected diptheria, 
antitoxin should be g ven at once. 

Cooperation of the general public 
in precautionary measures against 
the spread of the disease, should be 
sought by sanitary inspectors, par 
ticularly in the fight against dip the 
ria, Compton drinking cups, chew 
ng gum and such things are respon¬ 
sible for the spread of diptheria, 
more than any other agencies, de¬ 
clares one authority.

A loaded freight train four miles 
long, drawn by a gang of the largest 
locomotives would be needed to haul 
the grain from thig district, or rather 
the portion of it that trades through 
Chauvin Ribstone and Butze. To in¬ 
clude the Artland shipment two more 
miles of cars and several locomotives 
would have to be added, making the 
total length well over six miles. 

The vision of this enormous train 
is more than sufficient to surprize us. 
But even more amazing is the cost of 
hauling this grain to the elevators. 

We may take as our basis of fi¬ 
guring 900 cars of grain of all des- 
fcyptions. and taking an average of 
but one thoufsand bushels fo the car, 
and a moderate estimate of an aver¬ 
age cost of hauling at five cents per 
bushel, we find that it has cost no 
less than $45,800.00 to haul this crop 
to the railroad.

VOTING QUALIFICATIONS OR 
ELECTORIAL FRANCHISE IN 
THE PROVINCES 


IN ONTARIO.—Persons, male, 
female, who have been resident in 
Canada for twelve months, and for 
three months in the electorial dis¬ 
trict. Enfranchised Indians—those 
who have obtained by law all the pri¬ 
vileges of citizens—can vote on the 
sam e conditions as other voters; un¬ 
enfranchised Indians, not residing on 
an Indian reserve, or among Indians, 
can vote on a property qualification. 


In the provinces every British sub¬ 
ject by birth or naturalization, who 
is a male person (and in Ontario,; 
British Columbia Saskatchewan and 
Alberta also females) of the age of 
twenty-one years, nit insane, not con 
victed of crime, nor otherwise dis¬ 
qualified by any law, can vote at leg¬ 
islative elections within their respec¬ 
tive provinces on the following con¬ 
ditions: 


IN PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND 
For a councillor, elector must have 
been the owner at and for six months 
before the date of the election writ, 
of real estate in the electoral district 
of the value of $325, and for an as¬ 
semblyman he must be a resident in 
an electoral division for twelve 
months before an election; an owner 
or occupant of real estate, within the 
electoral district, of the value of 
$100, or of the 'clear yearly vlalue 
of $6, provided he has owned or oc¬ 
cupied such property six months be¬ 
fore the date of the election writ, 
who, being otherwise qualified, has 
paid the road tax. Residents in Char¬ 
lottetown, Snmmerside, Souris and 
Georgetown who, being otherwise 
qualified, have paid the civic or town 
poll tax or at least one dollar thereof. 


IN UEBEC.—Owners, occupants, 
and tenants entered on the valuation 
roll and their sons and other descend¬ 
ants, sons-in-lay and step-sons, with 
adopted sons and other persons treat¬ 
ed as belonging to the family, pro¬ 
vided the above are domiciled with 
the parent; teachers and professors; 
navigators who are part owners of a 
registered ship; fishermen, owners of 
boats and fishing gear, of the value 
of at least $50; annuitants, priests, 
and ministers of religious bodies; and 
persons who in any way receive an 
average revenue of or worth $10 a 
month.
